HMS DOLPHIN, traditional home of the 
Submarine Service tor nearly a century, may 
soon close as a naval establishment. 

Decisions wilt be made this month on proposals 
to use the Cosport site to provide a home for the 
expanded Royal Defence Medical College, currently 
et Millbank in London, and Ms health studies divi¬ 
sion, 

HMS Dolphin currently houses a number ol RN 
units, notably the Submarine School, I he Submarine 
Escape Training Tank and the Maritime Warfare 
Centre (Gosport). 

The Submarine training role dates from the time, 
beginning at the turn of the century, when Dolphin 
was I he home of the Submarine Service and a major 
operating base for submarines. 

It ceased to be such a base in 1993, however, and 


since then the level of naval activity on the site has 
declined. 

Meanwhile the Ministry of Defence has been 
studying arrangements for medical training after the 
Defence Cosl Study resulted in a single tri-service 
hospital based on the termer RNH HasJar at 
Gosport. ... _ 

Clinical experience 

Under l he new proposals the Submarine School 
will move io HMS Raleigh, the training establish¬ 
ment at Torpoint close to the submarine operating 
base at Devonport, and the Maritime Warfare Centre 
(Gosport) will be co-located with other elements of 
the centre at HMS Dryad, Fareham. 

At the Dolphin site, I he Royal Defence Medical 
College - responsible for basic training of nurses 
and medical technicians and postgraduate training 


for medical officers - would be next door to the hos¬ 
pital at Haslar from which many of its teaching staff 
would be drawn and where trainees would gain clin¬ 
ical experience. 

The Army's newly created Third Cadre Field 
Hospital, which would for operational deployments 
draw many ot its staff from Haslar. is also being 
established on the Dolphin site. 

An MOD statement concluded: 'This package of 
proposed moves would make more efficient and 
sensible use of the defence estate , . . and create a 
prestigious centre of military medical excellence in 
the Gosport peninsula

creek, slightly closer, 

“Wilh winds reaching KOmnh 
straight down the creek from Ine 
north, we donned life jackets and 
swam put to the boat and climbed 
aboard. While Lt Cdr Wilson tried 
to start the engines. I tried rinsing 
the twin anchors hy hand, nearly 
losing my fingers in the process. 

"After we were free, we picked 
up two other officers from the 
main icily and attempted to hoard 
Sea Quest. This was very haz¬ 
ardous due to the heavy swell, high 
winds and zero visibility, 

"With only minor damage to 
Sea Eagle we managed to move 
Sea Quest to a safer location and 
all got off with only minor injuries. 

**We received a letter of thanks 
from the owners of the other boat, 
who said they had not seen anyone 
swimming in the middle of a hurri¬ 
cane before. At the lime, all wc 
could think about was the boats. 
Given the opportunity again. I'd 
probably say *No lhank-you I ".

Drafting notice - a 
reminder 

Believe u or not. Drafty is con¬ 
cerned to give you as much notice 
as he can. and does his utmost to 
meet Ihe long-established notice 
times laid down Unfortunately, 
much as he would like to give 
everyone several years notice of a 
draft, it is simply not possible to do 
when the numtor of billets to be 
filled and ihe people in each rale 
arc both constantly changing, 
sometimes al short notice 

Some of the notice for draft 
times laid down in HR 14 are: 



Short Uf s*a - five months. This 
can be waived if the rating is a 
‘short-notice* volunteer. 

Sru to sea - three months, unless 
within the same port area or to 
PJT.

Electronic Warfare ratings

where the commanding officer, his 
principal warfare officers and com¬

Somerset could also be tasked in 
wartime to use her long-range 
Harpoon missiles against enemy 
ships or to provide bombardment 
support to forces ashore using ihe 
4 Jin gun. 

The ship's propulsion machinery 
comprises two sets of Rolls-Royce 
Spey gas turbines and GEC electric 
propulsion motors, each set driving 
a shaft and a fised-pitch propeller. 
Quiet, low-speed running is 
derived bv the propulsion motors 
alone, which are supplied with 
power from any combination of 
four Paxman diesel generating sets.

Unique to The Type 23, this 
Combined Diesel Electric and Gas 
Turbine (CODING) arrangement 
enables the propulsion and gener¬ 
ating machinery to operate effi¬ 
ciently at their optimum levels. 

Living conditions on board the 
Somerset are good. Senior ratings 
have four or six-berth cabins with 
separate messes* while junior rates 


live in spacious messdecks* each 
with its own recreation area and 
television. A reference and lending 
library is kept and a physical train 
ing specialist home, to organise 
sporting activities both ashore and 
at sea

France and Spain may 
remember ship’s name 


FIRST of the three previous HM ships 
Somerset was an 80-gun ship of the line 
built at Chatham In 1698* 

She was the flagship of Admiral Sir George 
Rooke at the battle of Vigo Bay on October 12, 
1702, when 34 French and Spanish ships were 
destroyed, driven ashore or captured. 

She also saw action against the combined 
Franco-Span!sh fleet at the battle of Velez 
Malaga on August 13, 1704 and took pert in the 
bombardment and slormfng of Alicante in 1706. 
Hulked In 1715, she was broken up &\ Woolwich 
In 1740* 

The second Somerset, another 60-gun ship of 
the line, was launched at Woolwich In 1731. fn 

—Battle Honours-i 

Vigo Bay 1702, Velez Malaga 
1704, Louisburg 1758 and 
Quebec 1759. 


February 1744 she was part of the British fleet, 
under Admiral Thomas Matthews (HMS Namur), 
which fought a Franco-Spanish fleet of 28 ships 
of the line oft Toulon. 

The opening attack was made with the British 
line ill formed and, with the enemy ships fleeing. 
Admiral MaUhews failed to pursue and destroy 
them. He was subsequently court martiafed and 
dismissed the service* 

"Taken to pieces ' at Chatham in 1746, Ihe sec* 
end HMS Somerset was ordered to be rebuilt in 
1747, but Ihe order was cancelled the following 
year 

Blockade runner 

Next ship of the name, a 70-gun third rale ship 
of the line, was launched In 1748. Ten years later 
she was involved in Ihe capture of Louisburg 
and Cape Breion island and the following year 
she formed part of the fleet that landed the army 
of Major General James Wolfe below the Heights 
of Abraham at Quebec* 

She was eventually wrecked in August 1778 
after running aground off Cape Cod whilst in 
pursuit of a French blockade runner.

FOR THE past two years the Surface Warship Association 
has been invited to attend the Navy Days at Den Helder, 
Holland, where we display and run our model warships. 

We have also attended this year's Navy Days at Portsmouth 
and, comparing the two events, which both ran tor three days, 
throws up several points of interest. 

First of all, the numbers attending - 100.000 at Den Helder, 
down from 175,000 the previous year owing to bad weather. 

Portsmouth had some bad weal her,too - but only managed to 
attract 24,000. 

A factor that affects attendance at Den Helder is that it is tree,. 
And you also gel a free 12 page glossy brochure at the main gate, 
handed out by the Sea Cadets, 

The attitude of the Dutch is, we pay for our armed forces with 
our taxes, so why should we pay again to see them? 

There were 27 ships on show, 19 ol them open to the public 
including four from other countries. One of them was HMS 
Sheffield There were also two Dutch submarines, also open to 
the public. Compare this to I he 11 ships at Portsmouth, 

Ail the displays lasted a full 20 minutes each and were repeal¬ 
ed in the alternoon Those by the Marines were particularly good. 
The first was an attack on the beach, when landing craft and semi- 
Inflatables came in with all guns firing, smoke grenades and thun¬ 
der hashes tossed everywhere, AJI in all, very noisy and very 
spectacular 

Their other display involved about 10 small craft on the waler - 
I don t recall seeing anything like it al Portsmouth. 

Free rides 

They were giving rides around the base in a tracked vehicle. 
This was mainly for the kids - they were just bundled in the back 
and off they went. All free. Rides around the harbour in a landing 
craft were free, too. 

The Marines had set up a firing range for two mortars and a 
shoulder held anti-tank rocket launcher for anyone to have a go. 
The mortars had a special charge which threw the shell about 20 
ft and the rocket launcher just went bang. The kids thoroughly 
enjoyed Ihis - nothing like it at Portsmouth. 

the Dutch Army were also there in force with several different 
tracked rocket launchers plus supporting radar units.

CPO Tiffs’ status 
‘enhanced in the 
longer term’ 


REGARDING your letter from the Royal Naval Engineers 
Benevolent Fund on the subject of Artificer status and the rec¬ 
ommendations of ihc recent Rating Corps Study Group (July 
issue), as ihc officer responsible for taking the RCSG's work for¬ 
ward, I fed that some of ihe RNBEF's concerns need to be put 
in perspective. 


Firstly, Ihc proposal to set (he 
base rate for artificer a I PO is not, 
nor ever has been a device for sav¬ 
ing money bul is stinted at ensuring 
that military rank is used appropri¬ 
ately. 

The proposal is in line with the 
Independent Reviews concepi of 
moving away from using rank as 
the only way of rewarding skill 
towards a system where skill and 
experience can he rewarded sepa¬ 
rately from those from those asso¬ 
ciated with higher rank. 

The RCSG argued that by 
ensuring Ihnl all three qualities 
were recognised in I his way, the 
status of the CPO Artificer would 
be enhanced in the longer term 

Secondly, the decision on 
whether to dispense with the 
Charge Chief rate has not been 
taken and will not be made until 
and unless there is dear evidence 
from job evaluation work that the 
rale is no longer required. 

The RCSG’s view was that over 
lime, were the changes referred to 
above to lake place, the enhanced 
status of the CPO Artificer may 
make the need to discriminate 
between CPO and CCPQ unneces¬ 
sary 

In conclusion, any inference 
that the RCSG sought to diminish 
the role and status of the Artificer 
is far from the trolh. The Navy of 
the future will depend on the nigh 
skill levels of both Artificers and 


Mechanics. 

The study's objectives were 
aimed at ensuring that rank was 
used property lo distinguish 
between different levels of man¬ 
agerial responsibility rather than 
different levels of skill and, in so 
doing, to ensure that both could be 
properly recognised and adequate¬ 
ly rewarded.

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RISCOPE VIEW: THE ROYAL NAVY AND THE SPANISH CIVIL WAR 


Franco's lot 
were the 


Sixty years ago this summer civil war - as savage and bloody as the 
recent conflicts in Bosnia and Burundi - broke out in Spain. British 
involvement is today mostly recalled in terms of the several thousand 
young people who joined the International Brigades in the first fight 
against fascism. But the Royal Navy took a close interest, too - notably in 
countering the depredations of Italian and German, officially 'unknown’ 
submarines. 

First Lieutenant of HMS Shark, one of the RN submarines employed on 
the Nyon Patrols,was Lt David Wanklyn - later to emerge as the Navy’s 
top submarine ace. 

Jim Allaway charts the course of what has been described as ‘the 
first and last real attempt to take swift and aggressive action against ille¬ 
gal and bullying tactics of either Italy or Germany until World War 11”.

OR almost the entire period of Wanklyntour of duly in HMS Shark the Spanish 
Civil War was the major foreign policy problem for ihe European Powers. 


When he joined the boat in October I<>36, four months after hostilities began, the Insurgent Navy 
was in control of the Mcrdiicrruncun coasts near Gibraltar mid the northern coast of Spain and its 
destroyers were intercepting Soviet freighters as they approached Valencia. 


Bn la in had *idtmted a policy of 
ootHwcrvcntian. This was the era 
ot Appeasement and the pqlili- 
dans were interested primarily tti 
eontamine the struggle, in keeping 
it apart from the wider implica¬ 
tions of I he comine mat pow er 
game - ami above all in pursuing a 
workable agreement with Hiller, 
which became, after May 1937 
when Baldwin was succeeded as 
Prime Minister by Neville 
Chamberlain, a preoccupation 
which dictated almost every aspect 
of the Spanish issue. 

The Admiralty had other inter¬ 
ests. first Sea Lord Admiral Sir 
Ernie Outfield wav determined to 
rebuild the Royal Navy following 
the reductions that had come with 
the end of World War I and he saw 
in Ihe Spanish Civil War an oppor- 
lunity to justify a policy of expan¬ 
sion. 

In fact, while ships of Ihe Koval 
Navy were busy throughout the 
war in evacuating refugees and 
patrolling the coasts, the 
Government was criticised for Us 
unwillingness to let them have 
their head in earning oul their tra¬ 
ditional role as a protector of the 
country's mere ham fleet. 

Al the oulscl neither the 
Republican nor the Nationalist 
navies Hhc latter then practically 
non-existent) posed much of a 
threat lo British i me rests. Bui 
when Hiller and Mussolini stepped 
up their hacking for Franco the sit¬ 
uation changed dramatically. 

In November 1936 Italy 
sent submarines and war* 
ships to intercept Russian 
supply ships and Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden 
worried about the extent of 
Ihelr involvement. 

By the following August the sea 
campaign mounted by the 
Nationalist* was intensified. 
Eden's opposite mi mix.-r in Italy. 
Count Cinnt>. sent four more sub¬ 
marines to operate under the rebel 
command, with instructions to 
raise a Spanish flag if they had to 
surface. (Italy boasted the world’s 
largest submarine force at this 
lime. 83 units to France's 76 and 
Britain's 57). 


In Ihe last three weeks of that 
month there were no less than 26 
attacks on shipping, Of seven casu¬ 
alties flying the British flag, five 
were known to have fallen victim to 
Italian, officially ’unknown’ sub¬ 
marines and wlicn on 31 August 
the destroyer HMS Hauocfc was 
attacked British public opinion was 
outraged. 

It was obvious dial such a wide- 
ranging scale of operations, 
stretching beyond the South East 
coast of Spain to the African coast, 
the central Mediterranean and 
even as far to the east as the 
Dardanelles, could hardly be the 
work even of the combined num¬ 
bers or Republican and Nationalist 
submarines a kmc. 

International peace was 
threatened and even the 
appeasers In Chamberlain’s 
Cabinet could no longer 
afford to stand back. 
Mussolini had gone too far - 
the Duces Mare Nostrum’ 
was fast becoming a reality. 

A conference was hastily con¬ 
vened at Nyon. a small town on 
Lake Geneva in Switzerland, to 
explore the problem of these acts 
of’piracy’. Under threat of recrim¬ 
inations from Russia. Germany 
and llah declined lo attend and 
suggested Ihe matter he discussed 
by ihe international Non- 
Intervention Committee. Bui the 
Chamberlain administration was 
for once insistent Bril a in and 
France were joined at Nyon on 10 
September by Albania, Yugoslavia, 
Greece, Turkey, Egypt, Bulgaria 
and Romania and in four days - to 
the fury of Mussolini - they agreed 
a system of patrols. 

The burden fell on the princi¬ 
pals, Britain and France, to waich 
over the Mediterranean by divid¬ 
ing it inio six zones covering the 
mam shipping mules. Any uniden¬ 
tified submarine would he sunk on 
sight- 

The Tyrhcnnian Sea was later 
reserved for ihe Italians - a move 
that amused Ctafto, who observed 
cynically that the Italians were now’ 
“policemen of Ihe Mediterranean" 
while the Russians, whose ships 
they were sinking, were left oul of 


the scheme. 

He agreed to supply Franco with 
two more submarines while 
Mussolini assured Hiller lhal. ihe 
Nyon protocols notwithstanding, 
he would continue his attacks. 

Italy’s parallel adventure in 
Abyssinia had meanwhile brought 
about the removal of Ihe bulk of 
the Royal Navy’s Mediterranean 
Flee I to Alexandra and Ihe only 
units left in Malta were a few 
destroyers and submarines. In the 
Iasi months of 1957 JIMS Shark, 
together with Snapper and Sea lion, 
repaired to Gibraltar - to help the 
local destroyer flotilla with anti¬ 
submarine exercises, the crew was 
told - and was duly cmhlazoned 
with the Nvon recognition mark, a 
red. white and blue tricolour.

"But for all that he was utterly 
straight with the Ship’s Company.

There were no bathing facilities. 
“Eve mu ally Sladen sent a signal 
saying wc were getting absolutely 
filthy and we were lhen allowed lo 
live ashore in lodgings," Norman 
says. “But we still pul in a lot of sea 
time, so we stayed filthy all the 
same." 

Wanklyn had one vice that did 
mil help conditions on hoard: “He 
stank us out every morning with 
that beastly briar of his. It was 
never out of his mouth and, waking 
up in a tiny submarine wardroom, 
it didn't improve the atmosphere 
al nnv lime, cither in harbour or at 
sea if w r c weren't dived, 

"The m omen l he woke, 
before his eyes opened, he 
would grope around for his 
pipe. It was Service tobacco 
he used, loo - really acrid 
stuff." 

You learn tolerance of your fel¬ 
low man in a submarine and so the 
pipe became a trademark. 
Coxswain William ’Cuts" Curtis 
remembered it as a more or less 
permanent fixture, even when the 
hvil was dived and smoking for¬ 
bidden. 

“He used to sit between ihe iwo 
hydroplanes when 1 was on aft, 
sucking his empty pipe. I asked him 
one day ’Do you gel any sal is fac¬ 
tion from that* 1 ’ and he said ’Well, 
it allows me lo think', 

“It was pari of Ihe calmness 
about him. He never seemed to 
panic about anything. 1 never saw 


rough 

some of them did when something 
went wrong somewhere - never 
saw him rushing, never heard him 
swear. 

“You never heard him lick any¬ 
one off - he’d tell somebody some¬ 
thing and his manner of idling it 
was sufficient He never raised his 
voice or lost his temper The pen¬ 
ile giant some people called him* 
We never had any trouble makers 
in Shark .. 

Curl is. having come lo the boat 
after two years in the Heel subma¬ 
rine HMS Thames, found Shark 
particularly cramped. It was, he 
told his mates, “like moving from 
Ihe Queen Mare to a tramp steam- 
69 

Bui when they managed a few 
days ashore in Gibraltar the crew 
found Ihe lire there pleasant 
enough. They were considered 
honorary members of the 
Sergeants and WOs mevs m Ihe 
barracks and mosl of them found 
I heir entertainment inside camp. 

"Wc didn’t go to (he bars much, 
though one or two of the places in 
Main Street w-ere pretty good - Ivy 
Benson s aII-girl band iised to play 
in one of them," 

Curtis always had the 
nagging feeling that they 
were ' Addling while Rome 
burned ", for the signs ol the 
Spanish tragedy were right 
there at your elbow", 

“We met quite a few refugees 
who had fled from Franco. They 
knew whut the score would he ii 
I hey relumed and they were stay¬ 
ing pul, Some of them were still 
there when 1 returned lo Gib dur¬ 
ing the war,” 

Norman was also struck by the 
weird situation of a peacetime 
community surrounded by blood¬ 
shed, 

“There was fighting at one lime 
jusl across ihe frontier It was an 
extraordinary set up because the 
dockyard workmen still came over 
ihe border. They were mostly 
Spaniards, working in the 
Gibraltar docks, and it was dosed 
lo everybody except them.' 

Through it all the refugee shit* 
- including on more than one occa¬ 
sion the submarine depol ship 
Cyclops - plied their dismal trade, 
By July 1937. Ihe British had evac¬ 
uated nearly 2$MXII of all national¬ 
ities. including several thousand 
children from Bilbao, under Ihe 
covering guns of l IMS Royal Oak, 
“This was the Navy's chief ami 
happiest work," according to 
t hat field. 

liul from Shark, alongside in 
Gibraltar Bay, Wanklyn could hear 
ihe simnd of the bombs and saw 
ihe smoke rising lo the norih of 
AJgeciras as ifie German and 
Italian pilots pul in practice for ihe 
w ider conflict lo come. 

Closer still, he was sickened by 
Ihe sight and sound nf the daily 
executions uf prisoners by Franco's 
firing squads. 

His sister Joan noted his revul¬ 
sion: T once asked him who were 


the worst offenders, ihe insurgents 
or the Government forces. I fe vikl 
both committed atrocities, hui 
marginally he thought Francos lot 
were the worst.” 

Shark never became personally 
involved in any action - though 
Cunts remembered one incident 
early in 1938 that put her role in 
the Nyon patrols sharply into per* 
speclrve 11 happened shortly after 
their customarily clandestine early 
morning departure, 

"Wc nad lo slip at 4a,m„ which 
wasn’t too clever after a good run 
ashore. 1 1 was left lo rue lo take her 
oul. though the Captain would 
watch the speed, Fd nave hi miss 
one huoy lhal wasn’t lit at all and 
then steer direct for the light on 
the end of the detached mole and 
wait until the light on the South 
Mole was abeam - and then turn 
hard to port lo gel out or the har¬ 
bour. 

“ft was quite a tricky business 
And then wc started to gel 
hydrophone effects where there 
shouldn't have been any. Our 
escorting destroyers told us to slay 
on the surface while they moved 
away from us a bit." 

The orders remained the same 
all unidentified submarines were lo 
be sunk on sight. 

“Suddenly a German U-hoai 
surfaced about a mile away. It was 
known Ihey were operating around 
the area and if they sank any ships 
we d he blamed for it. 

“Nothing passed between us - 
no exchange of courtesies, not a 
word. We just sal there, silently 
l«Hiking at each other and after ii 
while wc carried on “ 

Eden had been confident 
the! the cover provided by 
the Nyon agreement would 
prove successful - so conli- 
denl indeed that he told 
reporters he would eat his 
famous hat if there were any 
further attacks. 

For three months his optimism 
appeared to he justified - and ihcn, 
on 31 January, the SS l mlyrmon 
was sunk. Other sinkings followed 
and the patrols were intensified. 

Meanwhile Chamberlain am 
iou.sk pursued a naval agreement 
with Italy, This was eventually 
signed un 16 April - hui by then it 
was becoming obvious lhal the 
Nationalists were going to win the 
war. 

In the next two and a half 
months 22 British ships were 
bombed - 11 of them sunk or dis 
uhled by Franco and his support¬ 
ers: the polities of appeasement 
only invited contempt 

And so m the final analysis the 
Nyon patrols were a failure - 
though they were later seen lo 
mark “the lirst and last real 
attempt to lake swift and aggres¬ 
sive action against illegal and bully¬ 
ing ladies of either Italy or 
(re ritia nv Uf it i 1 Wi > r kl Wa r 11. *

The second, focusing on the Trident submarine HMS

This has become a weansome stylistic cliche, U is an unlor 
lunate fact of life that most outsiders who get to visit the Navy

visitors", when with its traditionally self deprecating style it 
does its level best to play down the more serious side of its 
business. 

Television crews, too. see the silly parry games, the crazy 
fancy dress and the schoolboy poslunng that can easily be 
edited down 10 produce the impression of a wild bacchanal - 
and miss the point that long months of dedicated concentration 
and hard slog require a safety valve

Russia greets 
some new 
found friends 

HMS CORNWALL visited St Petersburg as part ot a multi-national force of ships 
from the Netherlands, Italy, Spain, Germany, France, Canada, the USA, Finland 
and India, invited by the Russian Navy to take part in their tercentenary cele¬ 
brations, writes Lorraine Couiton. 
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Fresh from a major year¬ 
long refH, the Type 22 Ingate 
sailed In ftying the Reg of C-in- 
C Fleet Admiral Sir Peter 
Abbott tor a five day stay, 
moving up the River Neva to 
an enthusiastic welcome from 
people lining the banks all the 
way. 

As each ship passed the 
naval base ot Kronstadt on 
Kotlin island national salutes 
of 21 guns were exchanged. 

A Royal Marines band was 
I here lo greet her at the jetty 
known as the English 
Embankment and the celebra¬ 
tions began with a Rag raising 
and wreath laying ceremony 
in Senate Square - overlooked 
by its magnificent statue of 
Peter the Great, who founded 
the Russian Navy after study¬ 
ing shipbuilding in Britain. 

Admiral Vladimir Yegorov, 
Commander of the Bailie Reel 
said: "Today is ihe day of our 
celebration of 300 years of the 
Russian Fleet. This is a visit of 
peace and co-operation and I 
thank you warmly for coming 
to Si Petersburg. 

Main event of the week was 
a Naval Review and Aquatic 
Festival with Prime Minister 
Victor Chernomydrin and 
Defence Minister Igor 
Rodionov as guests of hon¬ 
our* together with the 
Commander in Chief of the 
Russian Navy Admiral Feliks 
Gromov* 

Convoy Club 

After the sail past, the 
Russian military put on an err 
display with jet fighters and 
helicopters. 

The events were walched 
from the deck ot HMS 
Cornwall by veterans of the 
Russian Convoy Club* Ex gun¬ 
nery officer James 
Underwood from Ilford in 
Essex commented: It was 
just wonderful ... We had an 
unbhevable reception from 
the Russians. When they saw 
our white berets they waved 
and shouted at us* We've been 
treated like film stars." 

First Sea Lord Admiral Sir 
Jock Staler flew into St 
Petersburg the day after HMS 
Cornwall arrived. He had a 
working breakfast with his 
opposite number. Admiral 
Gromov, whom he met for the 
first lime: "We got on very 
well and I'm looking forward 
to a greater co-operation 
between our Iwo navies.' he 
said later 

He had presented Admiral 
Gromov with a print of 
Kronstadt Naval Base - a copy 
of an original drawing from 
1854 made by British survey¬ 
ors* 

Admiral Slater later tried out 
his Russian when he 
addressed a graduation cere¬ 



mony at the Perspectiva 
Resettlement College - which 
prepares Russian officers for 
their return lo civilian life: “We 
live in limes of major change 
and we are ail In the business 
of managing that change as 
smoothly as possible." he told 
them. 

The challenges are particu¬ 
larly acute lor those in uni¬ 
form, not leas! those who face 
a new life oul of unMorrrv" 

Over 7.000 people visited 
HMS Cornwall, which was 
treated in turn to a wide range 
of cultural and sporting 
events - including tours of the 
Winter Palace and the St Peter 
and SI Paul fortress. 

The ship was asked for help 
by the St Peter's Children's 


Charity Home for Boys - and 
each day teams of t2 volun¬ 
teers arrived to repair and re¬ 
decorate several of the rooms. 
A raffle on board also raised 
E200 for the home. 

At the end of the visit 
Admiral Slater sent the ship's 
company a message saying 
the celebrations had been an 
important milestone In 
enhancing maritime relations 
between Russia and many ot 
her new found friends. . *

WHEN HMS Inflexible was commissioned in 1881 her size 
and gunpower caught the public imagination in much the 
same way as HMS Dreadnought did nearly 30 years Eater. 


In the fourth issue of the 
journal of the Portsmouth 
Royal Dockyard Historical 
Trust Brian Patterson outlines 
the career of what was also, in 
his view perhaps the mas I 
graceless ship ever lo be 
launched at Portsmouth" - she 
was. incidentally, the first to be 
launched by electricity, with 
Princess Louise pressing the 
button. 

By the time she was com¬ 
pleted her main armament had 
been increased from 60 to 80 
tons and there was specula¬ 
tion in the press as to her abil¬ 
ity to stay Ihe right way up. 

In any case, many said she 
would roll so much mat she 
would be useless as a gun 
platform - so she was fitted 
with anti-rolling tanks forward 
and aft connected with pipes 
through which the water 
flowed from one to the other lo 
compensate, although it is 
reported that these were even¬ 
tually used lor stores. 

Her two great turrets were 
then the largest mounted in the 
RN, being 33ft lOins in diame¬ 
ter, The armour was In layers 
of 9ins outer skin and Tins 
inner skin, backed and sepa¬ 
rated by IB ins of teak. When 
complete each weighed 750 
tons. 

Soon after she became oper¬ 
ational HMS Inflexible had the 


chance to show her power. 
She took part in the 
Bombardment of Alexandria 
on 11 July 1882, firing S3 of her 
16 inch shells against Ras-el- 
Tin, Mex. Ada and Pharos forts 
- but though accurate, this 
awesome barrage did not pro¬ 
duce Ihe destruction anticipat¬ 
ed. 

Also, she sustained the 
most damage of all the ships 
present - although most of it 
was said lo have been caused 
by Ihe blast from her own 
broadsides. 

As shown In the author's 
drawing below, Ihe guns were 
muzzle-loading - which had to 
be done outside Ihe turrets. 

The armoured deck was 
raised in one position to form a 
glacis. When the barrel was 
depressed it came below the 
level of I his and from here the 
hydraulic rammers pressed 
home the charge and the pro¬ 
jectile. 

This weighed 1,684 Jta and 
had a muzzle velocity of 1,590fl 
per second. With full charge 
the shell was capable of pierc¬ 
ing 23 ins of iron al 1,000 
yards. Rate of lire per gun was 
one round every two munutes.

Sympathy for a Nixon 
that’s made to last 


YOU COULD construct a 
history of the world caveman 
to astronaut, out of selected 
movies. It would he highly 
eccentric and unreliable, but 
you could court! on the general 
rule that if it's happened, 
someone, somewhere has 
made a movie about it. 

Hi is month, for example, brings 
a piece of 17ih century English his¬ 
tory and a slice ol 20th century 
American history. The English 
subject. Restoration, stars'two 
American players. Robert Downey 
Jr and Meg Rvan* while the 
American one, Nixon, features 
two Brits, Anthony Hopkins and 
B< »h Hoskins. 

Well, Ihe film industry may he 
comprehensive but nobody said 
unvthing about i! being logical. 

Restoration i> a tale or the 
1660s, in which its hero (Downey J 
rises from humble doctor to 
favourite at the court of King 
Charles, incurs royal displeasure 
and is plunged into penury before 


fate offers him one last chance to 
redeem himself. 

En route, he experiences the 
Great Plague and ihe Great Tire of 
London; no doubt the film makers 
would have contrived a spell in the 
Dutch wars lor him if the budget 
could have coped. 

In fact, it looks like a fairly lav¬ 
ish production, piling on the peri¬ 
od detail in term of elaborate sets 
and flamboyant costumes. Downey

sounds syllable-perfect and indeed 
gives rather a good performance 
But he is not ihe moM engaging ol 
personalities and unfortunately 
this film needs an engaging person¬ 
ality at its centre. 

“Ml ghc 'em the old Nixon 
charm." grates Ihe President with a 
ghastly grin Anyone unsure about 
Ihe meaning of ‘oxymoron* need 
only remember the phrase Nixon 
charm". Robert Downey Jr would 
have been perl cel casting For this 


part, had he been leu or twenty 
years older. 

Nixon is a ferociously compli¬ 
cated* brill iamb organised piece of 
work which takes Watergate as its 
starting point, then funs out across 
five decades, covering a plethora 
of incident and incorporating a 
cast of characters that nearly runs 
into three figures. 

Hoskins, as FBI chief l.Ecteai 
Horner, is of a grotesque ness that 
must he seen to be believed, an 
observation that appear* to have 
been frequently made about 
Homer himself Eor Hopkins, this 
is simply the rote of a lifetime, and 
he manages to make Nixon com- 
prehensible. sympathetic even, with¬ 
out ever sentimentalising him. 

The film’s fate at ihe box office 
has been about the same m one 
would expect for a British film 
called Eden, say, or Wilson. 

Bui it’s certainly one of die films 
of the year and it’s built lo last, 
unlike some of the light weigh! 
money spinners of the moment

DEMETRIO 


THE EPIC voyage of (he tanker San Dome trio in November 1940 is one of the most gal¬ 
lant episodes in the history of the British Merchant Navy and rightly heads a collection of 
World War J1 stories by Frank Pearce. Heroes of the Fourth Service (Robert Hale 


Pan of ihe ill-fated convoy 
HX84 out of Halifax that was 
intercepted hy the battleship 
Schcer in an action besi 
remembered for the heroic 
scif-saeriflec of the Jervis Bay, 
the San Dc me trio was carrying 
12*000 tons of petrol when she 
was struck by a series of salvoes 
of 11-inch shells. 

Two lifeboats were bunched and 
the 42 crew climbed into them and 
began to row away as the bridge 
and part of the stent erupted into 
flames. Petrol was pouring into the 
sea hui miraculously and “against 
all ihe laws of scientific logic" did 
not ignite. 

During the long night that fol¬ 
lowed the boats became separated. 
The 2ft men in one, including Ihe 
tanker's master, Capi George 
Waite, were bier nicked up and 
taken to Newfoundland. 

But the 16 in the other, with 
Second Officer John Hawkins in 
command, after enduring a night 
of gales and he an seas, were 
amazed to see the San Demetrio. 
still afloat the following afternoon 
- still on fire and still gushing 


petrol that, against all ihe odds 
had failed lo explode. 

They debated whether to go 
hack on board and put out Ihe 
fires* hut in ther indecision dark 
ness fell and by morning she had 
disappeared 

But by midday they sighted her 
again - and this time they deter¬ 
mined to take the risk, Al least if 
the ship blew up if would he a 
quick death compared with the 
slow torture of starvation and 
thirst in an open boat. 

Wet blankets 

Throwing wet blankets over the 
gunwhale lo proven I a spark 
between boat and ship, ihcs even¬ 
tually made the difficult climb to 
the deck, later hauling up several 
injured men behind. 

Then ihey began Ihe exhausting 
oh of putting out the fires with 
land bucket' - a task in which 
greaser John Boyle, already obvi¬ 
ously dying from internal injuries, 
insisted on tending a hand. 

lb their astonishment the 
engines still worked - but not a sin¬ 
gle navigational aid had survived 


and they had a I .Nltt mile voyage 
ahead of them. 

This i ih>, ihev accomplished and 
after sighting the coast of Ireland 
(confirmed hy the arrival of a mg 
w hose offer ot a low they proudly 
declined) they brought me San 
Demetrio into the C lyde. 

The worst of the depredations 
visited on the Merchant Service 
were those of the U-Boats* of 
cimrsc and in Oonitz and the 
Wolf Packs (Arms and Armour 
C1H.U9) Hcnuird Edwards Males 
that ihev tailed to win the Baltic ol 
ihe Atlantic - and mi ihe war -only 
because they were nol true sub¬ 
marines and were loo often forced 
to Itehl on the surface.
